Langston Will Be Temporary Chairman. 

Instead ex-Cotigressman John M. Langston 
of Virginia will probably be selected. He is 
one of the leading colored men of the country 
and has a large following. He happens to be

Those present at the conference 
figured out that there were in: fact nearly 200 
officeholding delegates, who together with the 
scattering support from the few Southern del- 
egates who are not officeholders make up the 
bulk of Harrison’s support. 
Think This Will End It. 

With a full knowledge of this spread abroad, 
as it will be, Mr. Clarkson and his associates 
did not think much more would be heard of 
the popular demand for the President's re- 
nomination as against Secretary Blaine. 

Senator Quay made the statement that, in 
spite of all the claims made by the.adminis- 
tration, not more than five of the Pennsylva- 
nia delegates would stick to Harrison. Mr. 
Passett said there were forty-eight of the 
seventy-two New York delegates surely 
against Harrison, with chances of six more. 
Senator Hiscock had been saymg all the 
afternoon that the administration had 
forty-two, but he failed to give the 
names. Mr. Fassett. however, went over the 
namesin detail to his associates. In Ohio 
Mr. Conger made a conservative claim, con- 
ceditg that a possible majority might not be 
for Blaine on the first ballot and putting the 
figures at twenty-two out of the forty-six dele- 
gates. In Illinois thirty-two of the forty- 
eight delegates were conceded to Harrison, 
with three or four doubtful. Mr. Payne put 
two-thirds of the Wisconsin delegation in the 
Blaine column.

justed their differences. The gentlemen have 
never been good friends, but the breach came 
during the campaign of 1888 Mr. Miller ac- 


_ cepted the nomination for the Governorship 


of New York on.a platform which contained 
a high license plank. He was opposed by 
Senator Hill, who at that time made up his 
mind to keep out of polities. There are a 
great many Republicans among the saloon- 
keepers of the lurge cities in New York State, 
and these, by their efforts, contributed largely 
to Miller’s defeat for reasons above stated. 
Miller always claimed that Platt's friends 
knifed him. But they have kissed and made 
up for the immediate present. They are op- 
posed to Harrison and will use every effort in 
their power to turn New York State for Blaine. 

Chauncey Depew and Senator Hiscock are 
working together in Harrison’s interest. De- 
pew has not a vote beyoud his own and will, 
it is expected, place President Harrison in 
nomination. Mr. Depew has a motive and 
laudable one. His ideais this: He believes 
that Mr. Blaine will not remain in President 
Harrisyn’s Cabinet, and being considerable of 
a diplomat he would like the office of Secre- 
tary of State himself. 

Mr. Hiscock has no strength at all and has 
about as much as he can do to look after the 
complexion of the New York Legislature 
which will elect his successor.

There is good reason to believe that the 
Mois Central company will accept the 
ordinance enabling it to elevate its tracks, 
In the engineer's office of the Alley “ L road 
there is being drawn a plan for an elaborate 
bridge at the Sixty-third street crossing, the 
bottom of which will be high enough to clear 
the Illinois Cent ral structure and a train upon 
it. The cost of a bridge increases with every 
foot of its elevation, It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the Alley “LL.” company has not 
started in to incur an unnecessary expense. 
Chief Engineer Sioan said yesterday that the 
height of his company’s bridge had been de- 
termined at a conference with the Illinois 


“Central engineers. 

Then that company has finally concluded 
to proceed with the elevation of its tracks?”’. 
asked a reporter. : 3 

Information on that subject should come 
from the Illinois Central. Our bridge will be 
high enough to admit of their trains passing 
under it on a trestle. You can draw your own 
conclusions ‘whether we are building the 
bridge any higher than conditions require it 
to be. 

The Alley L“ company has not let con- 
tracts for the bridge structural work. This, 
however, will be done shortly, and undersuch 
conditions as will obviate the danger of de- 
lays in delivery of the metal. The bridge has 
already been described in Tun Trisuns. It 
will be 225 feet long, and at the béttom of 
the ‘girders 41 feet above datum. 
The track will in to rise 
at Sheridan avenue. Owing to the height of 
the bridge the grade will be sharp at both ap- 
roaches. The Stony Island avenue station 
will be the highest along the line of the road. 
Worid's Fair passengers will have to climb 
about thirty feet to take the trains at this 


point. 
Terminal Facilities Acquired. 


The company has arranged with the World's 
Fair authorities as to its terminal facilities in 
Jac Park. Plans for these, which have 
been drawn, show a system of switches 
tracks which, it is claimed, will be ample to 
unload rapidly the heavy traffic which the 
road expects during the summer of 1893. 
Construction work on the Sixty-third street 


branch is being pushed rapidly. 

John Dunn, assistant to President of 
the Illinois Central, was not at his office yes- 
terday. No one would officially confirm the 
statement that the company had decided to ac- 
cept the ordinance, but nobody cared te deny 
it, or that the Illinois Central and the Alley 
L had come to an understanding. 

Regular train service on the Alley L“ will 
begin next Monday morning. The first train 
leaves Congress Street Station at 6 o’clock in 
the morning and at about the same hour an- 
other starts north from Thirty-ninth street. 
The regular schedule of the road, which has 
already been published, will into effect at 
once. All of the locomotives have been thor- 
oughly tested and are ready for use. Fifty 
ears have arrived and ten more will be 
received within two or three weeks. During 
the last few days’ practice trains have been 
run and the forces at the different stations 
have been drilled in the performance of their 
duties. 

At Congress street, where probably the 
heaviest passenger business will be done, 
extra guards have been detailed. It is claimed 
that there will not be the slightest difficulty 
in handling the crowds. The trains will con- 
sist of about four cars, each holding 100 pas- 
sengers.

The controlling interest in the capital stock of 
the three consolidated companies was held by 
the National railway company. D. G. Ham- 
ilton is President, Charles Hutchinson 
Treasurer, and F. W. Smith Secretary.

Foreman, D. G. Hamilton, E. Buckingham, 
T. J. Lefens, William T. Baker, and Charles 
L. Hutchinson. 

Ide new issue of bonds will be secured by a 
mortgage on the lines of the Cass Avenue and 
Fair Grounds company and will be guaran- 
teed by the National railway company. In 
addition to that there will also be a lien on a 
controliing interest in the stock of the St. 
Louis Street railway. which is owned by the 
2 railway company and is worth, ac- 
co 
000. e consolidated road on which the 
bonds are a first mortgage is twenty-seven 
miles long and there will be built seven miles 
of extensions. 

The Northern Trust company will be the 
trustee of the bonds, which will be issued im- 
mediately and the proceeds deposited with the 
trust company. Of those proceeds $550,000 will 
be used to redeem a like amount of first mort- 
gage bonds issued by the companies before 
consolidation; $400,000 of those will be re- 
deemed in thirty days and the other $150,000 
as soon as practicable under the terms of the 
mortgage, The remainderof the $1,800,000 
will be used to equip the line with electricity 
and will be paid out by the trustee on engi- 
neers’ certificates. The bonds run for twenty 
years and are payablein gold. An annual 
sinking fund of $10,000 is provided. The price 
paid for the ponds is not made public, but 
they will be retailed by the bankers who pur- 
chased them at two or three points below par.

TERRIBLE CYCLONE NEAR SPRINGFIELD. 


Ohio Townships Devastated—Wheat, Corn, 
and Trees Torn Up by the Roots. 

SpriveFrieitp, O., June 3.—[Special. ]—Word 
has just reached here of one of the most de- 
structive cyclones that ever visited this section 
of the country.

MYSTIC RANCH WINERY DESTROYED, 


Streams of Burning Brandy Make a Brill- 
fant Illumination—Loss $200,000, 

Santa Rosa, Cal., June 3.—The winery on 
the celebrated ranch of Thomas Lake Harris, 
widely known as the Mystic, who has a colony 
of subjects near here, was destroyed by fire 
last night, causing a loss of $200,000. Immense 
quantities of wine and brandy were stored in 
the winery, which was said to be the largest in 
the State. The fire, which is sup to be 
incendiary, started in the belfry of the wimery 
and soon became uncontrolla in

Incorporated with $14,000,000 Capital and 
Monopolistic Powers.

The Gould lines appear to 
be opposed to the arbitration clause and pre- 
fer to have a Chairman who shall be executive 
officer and arbitrator. The Santa Fe and 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas are strongly op- 
posed to an Executive Chairman and insist 
upon the aduption of the arbitration clause.

Five Hundred People in Dire Need—Cloth- 
ing and Provisions Required at Once. 

Cuesrer, III., June 3.—A rise in the -Missis- 
sippi of 7 to 15 feet passes here every June, 
That rise is expected soon. Since ‘the water 
has driven ever 500 people away from their 
habitations in this vicinity, committees have 
been actively engaged in raising funds for 
their relief, and. much actual suffering has 
been prevented. 

William Schuche merchant, is distrib- 
utor of the supplies. here. He stated 3 
that over $400 was contributed by citizens, 
The women of Chester raised $278, and other 
sums have been received. Supplies are now 
on hand sufficient to feed the refugees for two 
weeks. There are over 400 persons, represent-

self-supporting. 

hese 400 people will need substantial as- 
sistance for the next eight months, and Mr. 
Schuchert estimates it will require over $3,000 
to keep them until the next crop is harvested. 
The supplies should consist of flour, bacon, 
beans, rice, coffee, meal, hominy, etc., whi 
will be distributed in a careful and systematic 
manner to the sufferers. 

Each head of a family is personally known 
to the committee, and if he a wife and 
one child he gets $1.50 per week in provisions; 
two children, $2: three children, 50, * ete,, 
in proportion to the size of the family. The 
clothing, being in the hands of another com- 
mittee, is apportioned according to the needs 
of the applicants. Any one desiring to aid 

deserving poor may send either money 
or provisions, the latter being preferred.

Aire calamity,” whereupon the senior Demo- 
cratic organ remarks, with the acumen and 
gravity of a boiled owl, that it did not prevent 
the panic of 1873. It did not, nor did u pre- 
vent the Chicago fire of the following year, 
nor the election of Cleveland, nor visitations 
of the grip, nor the decay of the Chicago 
Postoffice building. It neither prevented nor 
caused those things. No brain except one af- 
fected by monergurometallomania would 
harbor the thought that the panic of 1878 had 
any connection with the demonetization of 
silver—was caused by it or made more acute 
thereby. Such an idea is worthy of the indi- 
vidual who asserted that protective tariffs ne- 
ceasitated compulsory education laws. 

None but a fanatical, uncontrollable lover 
of falsehood would venture to assert that the 
demonetization law of 1878 “‘ doubled the value 
of an existing obligation, and the cost of pay- 
ment.” It added nothing to the value, and 
took nothing frow it. Although the cost of 
production of silver, and consequently its 
market vaiue, began falling about the time of 
the panic, it was about four years before the 
appreciating zreenbacks and the depreciating 
silver Were on a level. In 1876 it was cheaper 
for the debtor to pay iu green backs than in 
silver. Two years later the reverse pas the 
case. Had there been free coinage of silver 
in 1874 the debtor would no more have been 
benefited than he was in 1872 before silver 
was demonetized. He could have cheated his 
creditor no more in one case than in the other 
by tendering silver. 3 

But by 1879, when specie payment was re- 


| sumed, the cost of production of silver, and 


consequently its market value, had sunk so 
low that the intrinsic value of a silver dollar 
was only 87 ‘cents, and free coinage at that 


time would have made a mild amount of 


swindling on the part of debtors possible. 
Many gentlemen whose obligations fell due 
then doubtless regret keenly now that they 
were unable to pay them in stumptail silver. 
The non-existence of free Goinage at that time 
did not double obligations, but 16 prevent- 
ed the dishonest shaving of them. Hence 
these howls! 

The law of 1878 forced the free-coinage 
shriekers of today to be honest men, and they

The recent 
threatened rupture of our relations with Chile 
opened the eyes of the whole, country to the 
danger which confronted the governmeat, 
owing, to the enormous time required to get 
our veasels to the Chilean coast. Had the 


canal béen in operation weeks of valuable 


time could have been saved, and Chile would 
have come to terms at once. 

Arguments of this kind, however, do not 
need fo be pressed. The situation speaks for 
iteelf, There should no longer be a foreign 
policy that has to be adapted to current 


events, The Nicaragua Canal should be a 


great interoceanic highway under the con- 
trol of the Government of the United States 
and no partisan considerations should stand 
in the way of it. Men of all parties should 
remember Gen. Grant’s words: I commend 
to my countrymen an American canal pnder 
American control.“ The proposition that the 
government guarantee the principal and inter- 
est of bonds to the extent of 100 millions 
should be accepted by Congress. The securi- 
ty is ample. The government cannot lose 
anything, and it will have Gotitrol. It will be 
an American canal in the highest sense of the 
term and it will work to the advantage of our 
commercial and national interests, The con- 
vention which has been called to discuss the 
various phases of the scheme undoubtedly will 
make some practical suggestions of meth- 
ods to expedite its ‘construction, and they 
should command prompt and earnest consid- 
eration by Congress and the country.

tracks from which it had been hoped to gather 
a bounteous harvest a few months later. In 
this State alone no less than nineteen counties 


have been more or less damaged by the inun- 


dation, the greatest amount of injury being 
done ia Monroe and Randolph. In these two 


counties 166 square miles are under from two» 


to ten feet depth of water, 88,000 acres have 
been injured to an estimated extent of $1,865,- 
000, hnd some 6,000 peraons have been driven 
from their homes, many of whom are utterly 
destitute, having lost their all. It is said these 
two counties are fairly average samples of the 
region below East St. Louis, 

The maay destitute ones are in need of the 
Darest necessities of life. They want cloth- 
ing, bedding, and food from now till the time 
when they will be again self-sustaining. These 
should be furnished, and the citizens of Chi- 
cago ought to do their full share, The ap- 
peal is for help to folks near home, neighbors 
and fellow-zitizens, and is correspondingly loud 
in comparison with those raised on the other 
side of the Atlantic, Our people should re.

The Nicaragua Canal is a great national 
project in which both the people and the gov- 
ernment are concerned vitally.

FOR THE GUIDANCE OF ARTISTS. 


Chief Ives of the Department of Fine Arts 
Prepares a Circular. 

Chief Ives of the Department of Fine Arts 
has just prepared a circular which will short- 
ly be issued to artists and other intending art 
exhibiters. This circular discloses the eatire 
plan of the administration, and is generally 
complete in giving the information which art 
people have been so long trying to get. It is 
substantially as follows: 


In order that the interests of American artists, 
as well as the interests of the Fine Arte Depart- 
ment of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition, may 
be cared for thoroughly, there has been estab- 
lished in such sections of this country and Europe 
as may be coasidered centers of American artistic 
activity certain advisory committees. 

The duties of the advisory committees consist 
in looking after the interests of the Department 
of Fine Arts, and those uf the artists involved in 
their relationship to it, in every possible way. 
Each advisory committee will form the nucleus 
of a jury comprising representatives of such de- 
par.ment or departments of fine art as may be es- 
pecially important in that section of the country 
wherein such committee is located; and the num- 
ber of members of each advisory committee has 
been arranged with regard to the relative 
strength of the artistic representation in such sec 
tion of the country. 

In cases wherein the Advisory committees com- 
2 representatives of different departments of 

ne arts each section of such committee will 
form the nucleus of the jury of selection for that 
department of art in that section of the country, 
and for the completion of the j each section 
will be increased by the addition of one or more 
artists belonging to the corresponding section of 
the Advisory committeés of the two nearest cities 
which are seats of such committees. 

In certain cases subcommittees have been ap- 
5 to work with the Auvisory committers. 

hese subeommittees will be inc to consti- 
tute juries exactly as are the sections of the Ad- 
visory committees, : 

There will be in Chicago no revision as to qua ity 
in the works of art passed by these juries. There 
will be, however, of necessity, a selection of works 
to be placed made according to the merit decided 
by the juries. All works marked “ No. 1” will be 
provided for first, and works marked No, 2" and 
No. 3” will be taken care of in order, so far as 
the space available may permit. Should there be 
a greater number of works selected by juries than 
can be provided for in the United States section 
less important positions will be provided if pos- 
sible, but, should it be found that sufficient space 
cannot be provided there will be action by a jur 
to determine what works must be rejected, A 
satisfactory working jury may be thus formed: 
One member to be selected from their own num- 
ber by each of the Advisory committees repre- 
senting that particular departnient of art in which 
such actiom is required, and two members to be 
appointed at arge by the Chief of the Art Depart- 
ment of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition. It is 
probable that such a jury would have to consider 
only works bearing the number ** “ 

It is believed, however, that rigid work by the 
regular juries will relieve the Chief of the necessi- 
ty of calling for such special jury. 

Artists belonging to the districts assigned to the 
various advisory committees will not be privi- 
leged to send work direct to Chicago, 

o works by American artists intended for the 
Department of Fine Arts will be admitted to the 
Exposition grounds except such as bear the 
stamp of approval of the jury of that section to 
which the artist belongs, exeept works by Amer- 
ican artists owned in this country, which may be 
submitted to the jury located nearest the place 
of residence of such owner.

BAD WEATHER HINDERS WORKMEN, 


Present Condition of the Great Exposition 
Bulildinas—A Detailed Statement, 

An average of 6,016 men have been em- 
ployed at Jackson Park during the month of 
May. They had a difficult task ia their work, 
inasmuch as there were only about eight work- 
ing days upon which the sun shone; during 
the remaining twenty-three days work was 
stopped on account of the rain. Nine State 
buildings and one foreign building are under 
way. These are Illinow, Indiana, Wisconsin, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, and Great Britain. A 
review of the actual progress of all the big 
buildings is as follows: 

Machinery Hall led the list in May in amount 
of lumber placeod—988,000 feet. An average of 340 
men were employed on the building, and t 
rough work of the annex is about completed. 0 
outer and inner walls of the main building are up 
allery line on the north and east sides. 

The Electricity Building hes received an addi- 
tional 00,000 feet of lumber during the mont 
and the Art Building is growing rapidly, 11,600, 
bricks having been laid. All the walls are fin- 
ished and work is progressing on all four corners, 

The rough carpentry is done on the Agriculture 
Building. The large roof trusses are a 8 5 
and the furring of the dome is completed, ork 
is progressing rapidly on the annex. The Manu- 
factures Build. has employed 550 men duri 
the month, but less than half a million feet o 
lumber was placed. All of the eight pavilions are 
completed and are now be roofed. The outer 
gallery floor is laid and all the inner gallery posts 
are set. The root trusses are now being raised for 
the nave, The tenth steel truss for the Central 
Hall is rising. 8 

The iron work of the outer and inner dome of 
the Administration Building is practically done. 
On the Horticulture, Fisheries, and Woman's 
Buildings painters, plumbers, and plasterers are 
at work, The Mines Building has been accepted 
from the earpenter and iron contractors, and the 
tire proof paint is now being spread on the in- 
terior of the building. 

The Transportation Building is nearly finished, 
All it needs is the exterior covering on the dome 
and the north and south entrances. The Govern- 
ment Building is so far along that the floor is 
nearly laid. The frames for all the partitions are 
up. The ironworkers on the dome are putting in 
the last section. The models for the sculpture 


groups are completed. All of the structural car- 


pentry work is done on the IIlinois Building and 
the interior is being plastered. Mr. Harley is 
ready to raise the dome, and says he will begin 
on the first sunshiny day. The architectural staff 
covering is about half cast.’ The architect has 
decided to put a seventy-two-foot flagstaff on top 
of tke Illinois Building. : 

The miscellaneous construction work on the 
grounds inclades the pump station, the electric 
subway, the Float Building. the peristyle, the 
Music Hall and the Casino, the Natatorium, and 
the sliding railway.

Seven Hundred Applications on the Books 
of the Royal Commission.

line when she was a girl of about 13, The

class. That reason was that she was a girl. 
There were some young girls and 0 
young women, even in these days, who en 
tered into or moved along the pathway of the 
higher education by reason of the inspiration 
of their own minds. But the doors of the col- 
leges did not open easily to them, and the en- 
couragement of public sentiment was not 
given to their efforts. The boys had the field 
almost exclusively to the nselves, and contin- 
ued to have it for long years afterward. It 
required almost a century to waken thought, 
and overcome the inherited prejudice of 
ages, and introduce sweet reasonable- 
ness as to the matter into the minds 
not only of men but even of wom- 
en. The old certificate was laid aside 
tenderiy by the young girl in her first satis- 
faction that it was hers; it grew old as she 
grew old; it fell asleep, as we might almost 
say, when she fell asleep at the end and then 
it waited for the future. By and by the 
thought of the world began to move. The 
light with reference to the meaning of edu- 
cation and the méaning of life for the mind of 
woman, as well as men, shone out of the 
darkness more and more. Institutions arose 
for the teaching of women in the larger and 
higher studies, Avenues were opened for 
their efforts and their success, after they had,

And so when the cent- 
ury had come to its end, and yet twelve years 
more had gone, the old certificate as I saw it 
seemed to have found a sort of fulfillment and 
new realization of its hope and purpose in 
these far-off later days.

The main question in dispute has been 
settled in these years. There may be linger- 
ing doubters bere and there who question as 
their fathers did, but they are left now to 
their own thinking. That women should be 
educated and may be educated with the higher 
education is the voice of the thoughtful world 
today, and the voice is becoming stronger 
every year. The freédom of knowledge has 
become a birthright for the young girl, as for 
the young boy, if she will take it in its bless- 
ing to herself. And the boy will lose it, even 
as she will, if he will not thus take what it 
has for him in its gift. . 

The questions wnich prese themselves to 
us in the Eastern section of country now— 
and, for that matter, in the Western section 
also—are questions that are subordinate to the 
main one, or follow after it in the order of 
thought, if not of time. They are questions 
as to how, and where, and under what. condi- 
tions the higher education should be secured 
for women, and pot as to whether it should 
be secured to them at all, 

The recent movement at Yale University is 
ofadifferent character from any of those 
which have followed upon the views or plan- 
nings of the several classes of thinkers and ed- 
ucators to whom reference has been made. 
The authorities of this university have not at- 
tempted, in connection with their action, to 
decide the question of the best possible meth- 
od of carrying forward undergraduates’ edu- 
cation for the two sexes under all cireum- 
stances. They have observed and ¢onsidered 


taken what they believe to bea desirable 
course for all ‘the highest interests in 
the case. The decision to which they 
have come is to open the graduate or, as 
they are frequently called, the post-graduate 
courses of study leading to the degree of doc- 
tor of philosophy to candidates of both seres. 
These candidates are to be graduates of col- 
leges, or, in exceptional cases, by special per- 
mission, other persons of liberal. education. 
The number of such exceptional cases in the 
past has been very small, the whole body of 
students in these courses, substantially, being 
college graduates. No others have been ad- 
mitted whose progress and attainments have 
not been ascertained to be abundantly suffi- 
cient to qualify them for pursuing 
the studies and also for pursuing 
them on equal terms with their asso- 
ciates who have obtained the bachelor’s 
degree. The young women, accordingly, who 
will be received, will be of an age and at a 
stage of development and progress which are 
beyond the undergraduate period. They will 
be, like the young men of the graduate depart- 
ment, persons who are giving themselves to 
special studies much after the same manner 
as professional students who devote them- 
selves to the work of the professional schools. 
They will thus be persons of serious purpose 
who have the true ends of the higher educa- 
tion m view, and intend faithfully and ear- 
nestly todo what may be necessary for the 
realization of these ends. For such persons, 
whether young men or young women, the 
privileges of the graduate department of the 
university will hereafter be open. 

The opportunities and advantages which 
will be afforded to those who may avail them- 


ing persons. An institution like Yale Uni- 
versity, by reason of its long-continued growth 
its honorabie history, ite 2 resources o 
various kinds, its body of able professors, and 
its valuable libraries, must, of necessity, be 
one of the best places for study which can 
anywhere be found. :

THE PONDEROUS CROWN OF ENGLAND. 


Queen Victoria's Hetd Would Lie Uneasy 
“Enough if She Wore It Constantiy.. 

If Queen Victoria were compelled to wear 
all the time the beautiful crown of which she 
is 80 worthy, she would be a woman greatly 
to be pitied and never to be envied, for that 
magnificent affair weighs nearly two pounds. 
“Uneasy lies the head that wears the crown 
is a proverb easily understood when one reals 
izes this; and yet, when one considers what 
the crowm of the Queen contains, it ought not 
to be difficult to realize that it is heavy. It 
holds more than 3,000 precious stones, more 
than 2,700 of which are diamonds, 
The golden head-band holds two rows 
of pearls, the lower having 129 and the 
upper 112 of these treasured stones. Between 
these bands in front is a large sapphire, and 
behind is a small sapphire—small only wh2n 
compared with the one in front, however— 
with six still smaller ones, and eight emer- 
alds. Between the sapphires fore and aft are 
ornaments containing 286 diamonds. Sur- 
mounting the band are eight sapphires, above 
which ars eight diamonds, and eight festoons, 


which hold 160 diamonds, and in the front, | 


set in a Maltese cross composed of seventy- 
five large diamonds, is the magnificent. ruby 
ven to the Black Prinve in 1367 by Pedro, 
ing of Castile, and which was worn by that 
dashing monarch Henry V. on his helmet at 
the battle of Agincourt. ;
